REPORT OF THE S, 8S. COMMITTEE. 


In making my report to you of the year’s work in our schools, Iam 
happy to be able to say that there has been very good progress made 
in all the districts. 


DISTRICT NO. 1.—ENFIELD. 


HiGHeER DEPARTMENT. Summer term. Miss Mary kL. Chellis, 
teacher. Few teachers are better qualified for the duties of the school 
room than Miss Chellis. With such a thorough and accurate teacher 
none but good results could follow. . 

Miss Lucy A. Leavitt, a teacher of much experience and uniform 
success, taught the fall term. Miss Leavitt labored hard for the ad- 
vancement of her scholars, and if they did not learn it was not her 
fault, but the examination showed that the school had made good ad- 
vancement during the term. 

The winter term was under the instruction of Mr. E. D. Libby. Mr. 
Libby is a thorough scholar, and he was very successful in instruct- - 
ing his pupils. We were glad to notice that he was master as well as 
teacher. . 

PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. Miss Lettie J. Nichols taught the summer 
term. A very pleasant and profitable term. No teacher has a better 
experience of teaching the children that Miss Nichols. 

Fall and winter terms were taught by Miss E. O. Curtice. Miss 
Curtice is an experienced teacher, and we think gave good satisfac- 
tion. 


DISTRICT NO 2.—SHAKER HILL. 


SuMMER TrerM. Miss Nellie F. Huse, teacher. Miss Huse although 
young and with but little experience as a teacher, displayed many of 
those qualities which mark the best characteristics of a first class 
teacher. . 

WINTER TERM was taught by Miss S. J. Carlton. Miss Carlton is 
young and without experience. ‘The school at both my visits seemed 
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very orderly, and the examination at the tlose of the term was very 
interesting. ‘The Arithmetic classes deserve special mention. 


DISTRICT NO. 3.—Jones Hite. 


SUMMER Term. Miss Mary A. Morey, teacher. Miss Morey un- 
derstands perfectly the studies required to be taught in public schools 
and she was liked by al? her scholars. 

Miss Alice Webster, a teacher of some experience, had charge of 
the winter term. The examination showed advancement had been 
made in all of the studies. 


DISTRICT NO. 4.—Eastr“ViLLaGeE. 


SumMER Term was taught by Mrs. Etta Currier. This teacher e x 
pects her scholars to work and is willing to set the example herself 
by improving every moment. The school was a perfect suceess. 

Winter TERM was commenced by Miss Mary I. Clough, an excel- 
lent teacher, but untortunately it had to be closed on account of sick- 
ness among the scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 6.—EAaAst HILt. 


SUMMER TERM. Miss Linda Nelson, teacher. All that can be said 
of this school is, that it had one of our best teachers, and therefore 
the school did well under her instruction. 

Two teyms by Mr. Albert Stevens. I think he gave good satisfac- 
tion. The scholars learned well, and the same good order was dis- 
played in the winter term as in the fall. 


SPISTRICT NO. 7.—Oak: Hi. 


Summer TERM. Miss Katie Fowler, teacher. This was Miss Fow- 
ler’s first attempt at teaching. The school was somewhat broken up 
on account of sickness among the scholars, but the teacher did well, 
and what scholars did attend regular, made gdod advancement in all 
their studies. - 

Winter Term. Taught by Miss Lennie Waldron. On account 
of the teacher being sick, the school was closed after having been in 
session eleven weeks. Miss Waldron is a successful and experienced 
teacher. 


DISTRICT NO.9—CAMBRIDGEVILLE. 
SumMMER Term. _Miss Emma O. Curtis, teacher. -Too much can 
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not be said in praise for this teacher. She labored hard for the good 
of her school, and her scholars all profited by it. ° 

Miss Nettie L. Bartlett took charge of the Fall term. Miss Bart- 
lett has been a teacher many years and taught with much diligence, 
and thoroughness. In giving instruction she leaves her scholars in a 
remakable degree to depend upon themselves. At the examination 
at the close of the term all seemed gratified at the result of their la- 
bors. 

Winter term was under the instruction of Miss Olive Hatch. Miss 
Hatch tried hard to do her duty, but no teacher can be successful un- 
less the parents lend a helping hand. A lack of union in a district is 
very detrimental to the adyancement of a school. 


DISTRICT NO. 10.—GEORGE HI. 


SUMMER TERM. Mrs. Josie White, teacher. This school after hay- 
ing been in session seven weeks closed on account of sickness. Mrs. 
White always gives good satisfaction wherever she teaches. 

Mr. C. H. Page had charge of the Winter term. Mr. Page is a 
thorough scholar, able and willing to impart his knowledge to others 
if they are willing to take hold with him. 


DISTRICT NO. 11.—ENFIELD CENTRE. 


Both Summer and Fall terms were in the charge of Miss Ida M. 
Purmort. We presume that this teacher took more interest in this 
school on account of being a resident of the district, and was there- 
fore acquainted with all of the scholars. The appearance of the va- 
rious classes at the examination at the close of both terms showed 
that they had not only made good use of that time. but had received 
the services of a faithful teacher. * 

The Winter term was taught by Miss R. R. Kempton, an old and 
experienced teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 12.—NoORrTH END. 


SUMMER TeRM. Mrs. Abbie B. Waterman, teacher. Mrs. Water- 
man’s abilities as a teacher are well understood. Entire satisfaction 
was expressed by several of the inhabitants of the district that their 
money had been profitably expended. 

Miss Ida E. O’Hara took charge of the Winter term. This lady 
came to her school with an excellent reputation, having taught seve- 
ral terms in other districts with good success. She labored hard 
here, and the interest she took in her school is worthy of note.
